Mr. Veerkamp is a director. 

Mr. Miller is well known to El 
Dorado County growers, being a 
rancher at Cool, this county. A year 
or so ago he was doing work similar 
to that in which he is now engag- 
ed, at Buffalo, New York, for the 
California Fruit Exchange, and more 
recently he was employed with the 
Placerville Fruit Growers’ Associa- 
tion. He writes from Memphis, 
Tenn,. under date of December 1, 
mentioning that prior to arriving in 
memphis, he had “worked” in El 
Paso, San Antonio, Galveston, Hou- 
ston, Austin, Fort Worth, Dallas, 
Little Rock and Hot Springs. The 
letter continues: 

“In all of those markets I found 
a few winter pears and most of the 
trade very anxious to learn every- 
thing we could give them about 
storing and conditioning. 

“Just to give you an idea about 
how I am trying to handle it, let me 
give you an outline of my time here 
in Memphis. Of course this is a 
much larger market than the others 
I have worked in and I have put in 
more time here than in any of the 
others.

TUNIS, ‘i—France rushed troop 
and mobile guard reinforcements 
here from Algeria today as disor- 
derly demonstrations increased ten - 


sion between the French and Itahan

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MOTHER DIES 


Twelve: Year-Old Kneels 
At Altar Of Prison Chapel; 
Mrs. Hahn Pays Penalty

COLUMBUS, O.,\\P) — Soon after 
Mrs. Anna Hahn, poisoner of four 
cla men. died in the electric chair, 
her attorney, Joseph Hoodin, was 
asked: “Did she protest her inno- 
cence to the last.?” 

Hoodin replied: “I won’t com- 
ment on that.” 

Certainly Mrs. Hahn was not pro- 
festing her innocence when the 
warden and three matrons brought 
her into the death chamber of the 
Ohio State penitentiary at 8 o’cleck 
last night MTllogicaliy, irrationally, 
she was pleading for her life with 
persons who could not grant it, cry- 
ing cut for mercy to persons who 


'had no authority to be merciful. 


Mrs Hahn's attorneys, who 
fought for over a year to save her 
from execution, planned to do some- 
thing for her 12 year old son, Oscar, 
Just what they didn’t know. 

Oscar saw his mother for the last 
time late yesterday afternoon. The 
matrons were waiting to dress her 
for the chair and they cut off the 
interview after 20 minutes. Mrs. 
Hahn was nearly prostrate and 
was ashen-faced, red 
eyed when he came out, carrying his 
mother’s fur coat. She told him she 
wouldnt need it any more and he 
could have it. 

Attorney H.C. Bolsinger took him 
to a hotel and stayed with him un-
